We
will keep the cottagegrove.org domain to maintain
control of the address and prevent it from being
misused. During 2021 we will begin the migration of
City email addresses over to the .gov domain.

Randy
Van Camp of Van Camp Construction, is the other gentlemen that has agreed to help with a report
for the lawyer in regards to what it would cost to repair the existing home, so we have made some
strides there.

Misty & Jayson, Jack Applegate, CEO and President of Northwest Code Professionals, and myself
were all interviewed by Nick Reiher, a journalist that works for the International Code Council.
He must have spent 5 to 6 hours total amongst the four of us. | also sent him most of the documents
previously prepared. We anxiously await to view the article in their Building Safety Journal.

| had a Zoom conference call this afternoon with Cindy McGrew, Founder and CEO of Operation
Second Chance (OSC), and Board Members, Andrew Lourake and Tim Sanders. It was a very
enlightening meeting, as one of the drawbacks of a Go Fund Me account is the fact that whoever
set it up will be responsible for the income on their taxes. We are working on a simple resolution
to that thanks to OSC. It sounds like they will create a web-site that tells our story in their unique
way. It will be accessed from their web-site, and could be up within a week. You can view an
example on their website: www.operationsecondchance.org. At the top right click on the tab
“AAFWH,” and you’ll see it’s a pretty amazing story. They are also in the process of creating a
financial account on our behalf that will issue a tax credit receipt for all donations to include
materials and labor.
